THE MUDDLE 
OF CHINESE 
EDUCATIONAL 
REFORM. 


24th November. 

EVERYONE remembers the Em- 
peror’s Reform Decrees of the sum- 
mer of 1898, and their total revoca- 
tion by the Empress Dowager in the 
autumn of the same year. Soon 
after followed the Boxer episode, and 
the migration of-the Court on a tour 
of exploration to remote Hsianfu. 
‘The period preceding and followin, 
the return of the Court to Peking, 
somewhat less than two years ago, 
was distinguished by the issue of a 
considerable number of Edicts im- 
plying that in the Celestial Empire 
changes of great pith and moment 
were about to take plac, for the 
apparent reason that they were 
perceived to be inevitable and that 
it was thought o be better for the 
Government to muke them vo- 
luntarily than to do so under any 
kind of pressure. By the time that 
the Imperial mind had got itself 
uttered, it seemed that in the course 
of four years the wheel of fate had 
made a complete revolution, and that 
which was absolutely condemned by 
the Empress Dowager in 1898, was 
now just. as absolutely aud unquali- 
fiedly commanded. The Old was to 

ass away, a New Era tad already 

egun. 

New aims in education were to be 
expressed and embodi-d in all sorts 
of novel ways. ‘he Peking Universi- 
ty was to be remodelled, provincial 
colleges were to be opened, the 
cight-legged examination essay, or 
“wén-chang,” was to be relegated to 
the limbo of things outgrown and use- 
less, young China was to be sent abroad 
to gather the freshest and the ripest 
fruits of Western culture. It was not 
unnatural that many shrewd and 
quite competent journalists in the 
home lands should have been misled 
into supposing that all these fine 
phrases and sentences in the 
imperative mood were to be taken at 
their face value, and that China had 
in reality “taken a new departure,” 
and entered upon a new phase of| 
her national existence. 

These erroneous views we took 
occasion to expose more than fifteen 
months ago, and often since. But we 
do not know that we have succeeded 
in making any impression upon 
Occidental optimists who find it 
difficult to believe that the Chinese 
Government itself'in its own purely 
internal affairs is no more to be 
trusted than any individual 
Chinese when it is his interest 
to mislead others. It 






is not 
always easy to be sure at a glance 
n what direction ou: of the planets 


is moving, but obervations taken at 
intervals. of six moaths generally 
afford all the certainty felt to be 
necessary. It is by no means needful 
tomake a detailed examination of what 
the various Imperial Decrees have 
argued, denounced, promised,and com- 
manded, for the reason tiiat many of 
them are obviously empty talking into 
the air, not indeed very unlike those 
speeches in Parliament or in Con- 
gress, addressed not to the delibera- 
tive body, but to one’s constituents. 
Neither is it necessary to inquire 
minutely into the present status of all 
the new universities, colleges, inter- 
mediate schools, ete., that were to con- 
stitute the outer framework of the new 
educational system. So far as we can 
perceive, the so called Peking Univer- 
sity, under its present management, 
has no influence whatever for the bet- 
terment of China, but it appears to 
be, on the contrary, a mere travesty 
of what it ought to be, and what it 
might be. For those foreigners who 
under great discouragements and 
many embarrassments are struggling 
to do what they can as well as they 
can for purely Chinese education in 
the hope of better days to come, we 
have only admiration, although it is 
as yet impossible to foresee to what 
their labours may lead. They are 
indeed slowly toiling up the Hill 
Difficulty, with but little visible pro- 
spect of reaching its summit for 
many weary stadia. 

‘The present Imperial prejudice 
against Chinese education abroad as 
tending to the diffusion of anarchical 
sentiments at home, the persecution 
at the capital of those scholars 
known to favour reform, and the 
appointment of reactionary Literary 
Chancellors in the pro 
felt to the remotest fibrille of the 
body politic. In obedience to orders 
“from above” all sorts of colleges 
and schools have been everywhere set 
up with a show of leaving wonderful 
and edifying to behold. We should 
be glad to believe that within the 
range of the immediate influence of 
Peking, at least, any considerable 
percentage of these are anything 
more or other than emp‘y shams 
In one instance of this sort which 
we fear must be taken as typi- 
cal, an instructor of the “ Western 
Learning” type was sent out to 
a county-seat distant from the pro- 
lvincial ‘capital. The local literati 
would have nothing to do with him, 
the pupils were set against him, and 
his immediate smperiors treated him 
with that polite insult of which 
the Chinese are such consummate 
masters, until he soon took the hint 
and departed to more congenial 
regions, leaving the local foscils 
masters of the situation. The “ wén- 
chang” is indeed abolished, but its 
place is taken by an equally useless 
although somewhat less complicated 
“lun,” or discussion, relating not 








which the students have only what 
Archbishop Whately called “tops of 
thoughts,” or often no thoughts at 
all, but mere barren verbal repetition 
of the words of others. Text-books 
in large quantities are still called 
for, many of which no doubt fall into 
the hands of those who with proper 
instruction might make good use 
of them, but for lack of that 
instruction the books often remain 
a mere museum of unsolved 
riddles. Elementary instruction in 
the new branches of learning is 
practically non-existent. The pre- 
sent educational scheme as a 
whole is therefore merely a pyramid 
trying to stand upon its apex. As a 
result the rank and file of Chinese 
students entertain a strong and well- 
founded suspicion of the truth of 
three propositions: ‘That the 
Government does not expect the 
pyramid to stand upright, nor wish 
it to do so; that the Government 
does not know what it does want; 
and that any month or any day may 
witness a crisis when the timid, 
vacillating, insincere, and fatal policy 
and practice of the present rulers of 
the Empire, may disappear in a 
eneral cataclysm. Under conditions 
ike these how is it possible that 
there should not be in China an 
educational muddle?

Ix another column will be found a, 
record of some of the salient points 
in the able address of the President, 
Mr. ‘T. Bunt, av the recent opening 
meeting of the session 1903-04 of the 
Shanghai Society of Engineers and 
Architects. It will be seen that 
Mr. Bunt, first modestly depreciating 
his own knowledge of local indus- 
tries, touched on some very interest- 
ing subjects which he said might be 
used with valuable results as topics 
for papers to be read at future meet- 
ings. He mentioned the comparative 
cost of European and Chinese labour ; 
the effects of the introduction of 
automatic machinery: labour guilds 
and strikes in China; the advisability 
of consulting an engineer before sel- 
ling a Chinaman a twenty-ton boiler 
which he has to convey some hun- 
dreds of miles into the interior ; the 
absurdity of sending out manufac- 
turers’ catalogues without full parti- 
culars such as weights and _measure- 
ments, and especially prices, and 
discounts where discounts are allowed 
«We do not expect catalogues,” said 
Mr. Bunt, “to be binding tenders 
to supply machinery, etc,, as priced in 
them: but we do want something 
fairly reliable to guide us in our 
estimates. Every eagineer abroad, 
whether working for himself or in 
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native employ, is an agent for his| th 
country's manufactures, and as such will find 


he is, I think, entitled to the fullest 
information they can give him.” The 
agents here of manufacturers at home

Tae most valuable, howev-r, to 
Shanghai of Mr. Bunt’s suggestions 
will be found-‘in the concluding 
paragraphs of the abstract which we 
publish this morning. He says:— 

“I should like to urge upon 
employers the necessity of establish- 
ing good technical evening classes 
here,” a subject which was treated in 
our columns not many months ago. 
“Shanghai is getting to be a large 
manufacturing town, and unless we 
intend to keep on getting our experts 
from home, something will have to 
be done in this matter. 

“We frequently see parents writing 
to the daily’ papers on the question of 
a suitable education here for their 
children, but we never see anything 
about technical education ; and I am 
afraid that many of our young 
engineers will—like mysel{—fin! that 
instead of finishing their education 
when they left school, they were only 
just beginning it. I found that the 
mathematics I was supposed to have 
learnt at, school were practically use- 
less, as I did not know how to apply 
them; that my knowledge of elec- 
tricity extended to being able to 
charge a Leyden-jar to shock unsus- 
poosang Sends and my chemistry to 
a few showy experiments which came 
in well with charades, etc, as an 
evening's amusement. 

“In these days of keen competition, 
something more than this is required: 
and we find in almost every manu- 
facturing town at home, large sums 
being spent on technical schools, which 
are presided over by some of our most: 











«l experiments, the students 
vhich we shall have to compete 
against in future. But here, where 
we have a large number of pupils and 
apprentices, little or nothing is being, 
done to enable them to got a good 
theoretical knowledge of their busi- 
‘ness, 
“ Many of us, no doubt, know—after 
a hard day's work in the office or 
factoty—the weariness and drudgery 
of studying some difficult problem or

“For many years Japan has been 
employing the best scientific men 
she.can get from Europe and America 
as professors in her technical schools 
and colleges. China is now doing 





practice—both of which the rulers 
of these countries are quite willing 
to giv:—will soon cure this, I have 
several times had to examin- the 
students of one of the Chinese 
Government Engineering Colleges, 
and have been greatly surprised— 
not to say embarrassed—o find 
how well they were up in the theory 
of engineering. 

“It would seem as if we were too 
busy here making dividends to give 
this matter a thought, or to consider 
that a very small fraction of these 
dividends would be sufficient to equip 
a good school, and to pay a first class 
professor. Such a school would prove 
an excellent investment for Shang- 
hai, and no doubt many of our em- 

loyers hero—whose liberality is well 
known—would contribute largely to 
such an institution if some guarantee 
were given that it would be carried 
on in future.” 

There are some young residents in 
Shanghai now who will see the Public 
School grow intoa University worthy 
of the greatest commercial city in the 
East, a real University at which 
omne scibilewill be taught, and which 
will put the future youth of Shang- 
hai on a par with ‘their contempor- 
aries having access to the great in- 
stitutions of 'earning at home. But 
the youth of Shanghai to-day cannot 
afford to wait for this, and to day 
must supply the wants of to-day as 
well as it can. Meanwhile, the letter 
from Mr. G. Lanning which appeared 
in our columns on the 2nd of 
July, headed “Evening Continuation 
Classes,” shows that the important. 
question of technical education here 
has not been entirely neglected. W. 
mentioned in our article dealing 
editorially with Mr. Lanning’s letter 
the success that had attended the 
provision of a course of lessons during 
the previous winter at the Publie 
School for a class of young engineers. 
In the extension of ur es in 
the winter now beginning lies, it 
seems to us, the beginning of a tech- 
nical school for Shanghai. It should 
rapidly grow into something larger.

THE report of the proceedings at 
the second annual ordinary general 
meeting of the above company, held 
in London on the 15th ultimo, Mr, 
FW. Turner in the chair, is decidedly 
very interesting to a considerable 
number of people in China, ‘The 
first business was the reading of the 
Auditors’ certificate and report, which 
were satisfactory enough, stating as 
they did that, ‘subject’ to the fact 
that the valuation of the assets was 
necessarily made by the management 
in China, where ‘the titles to the 
company’s property and the certifi- 
cates of the shares held are also 
lodged, the i red and loss acconnt 
is correct and the balance sheet is 
properly drawn up so as to exhibit a 
true and correct view of the state of 
the company’s affairs as shown by 
the books of the company.” It was 
mentioned that the Auditors last year 
had pointed out the absence of 
provision for depreciation, a subject 
dealt with in the accounts this year, 

The large sum due creditors on 
the 28th of February last, £99,884, 
vas explained, including as it did 
£40,000 due to the Chinwangtao 
contractors, which has since been 
paid, and liabilities in China accrued 
but not then payable, which have 
since been dealt with in the ordinary 
course. “One large item consists of 
deposits paid to’ the company in 
respect of contracts entered into by 
merchants and other for the pur- 
chase of coal. Other items are the 
salaries and wages for the month of 
February, liabitities for carriage, and 
all the miscellaneous accounts con- 
nected with the collieries and the 
company’s various branches.” 

Foll payment has now been made 
on account of the company’s deben- 
ture issue amounting to £500,000. 
‘The company has to redeem this loan 
by drawings at the rate of £10,000 a 
year for fifty years; and the sum 
of £1,666 13s, 4d. which appears in 
the ascounts under “Reserve for 
Redemption of Debentures” is the 
provision for January and February 
1903. The Chairman explained that 
this was equivalent to accumulating 
a reserve of £10,000 a year. “In 
fother words,” he said, “as the com- 
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pany’s liability on debentures goes 
down the reserve will go up, so that 
ultimately the debentures will be 
extinguished, and in place of a li- 
ability of half-a-million sterling there 
will be a reserve of half-a-million. 
‘This an important element of 
stability in the company’s affairs, and 
in a few years must have a marked 
effect. on the appearance of the 
company’s balance sheet and the 
value of the company’s debentures.” 
It is not quite clear from the Chair- 
man’s words that this so-called re- 
serve will not be in cash, but in the 
company’s general assets, and it may 
be presumed that by 1953 at least 
half-a-million sterling worth of coal 
will have been taken out of the 
company’s mines. 

Readers in China hardly necd the 
explanation of the item “exchange 
account” given by the chairman. 
‘Turning to the company’s assets, it 
is noted that the cash amounted to 
£210,000 and the good debts to 
£60,000. Insurance claims and 
premiq were larger than last year, 
and stores were lower, the store 
department having been reorganised 














and being now worked on a smaller 
capital. The stock of coal and 
coke was very much larger, its 


cost price being £58,873. “On 
the 28th February 1902 the stock 
consisted of 59,689 tons of coal and 
2,277 tons of coke. At the 28th 
February last the figures were 196,629 
tons of coal and 308 tons of coke. 
'Phis very large increase in the stock 
of coal ‘was chiefly in the inferior 
qualities, and at one time it had 
reached still higher, having risen to 
about 220,000 tons at the end of 
1902. This amount was greatly in 
excess of the company’s requirements, 
and our general manager devoted 
himself to the task of finding new 
outlets for the company’s production, 
and by this means, nd by somewhat 
limiting the output, tne stock has 
shown a continuous reduction until 
it now stands at about 140,000, or 
about 80,000 tons below the highest 
figure reached, . . The main item of 
the balance sheet—‘ Property, rights 
and undertaking acquired from the 
old company’ stands at the same 
figure as last year, £1,114,785 ;” and 
it is explained that this will be either 
increased or diminished according to 
the fiual result of the liquidation of 
the old company. 

“The capital expenditure during the 
year shows an increase of £126,000, 
This consists mainly, of course, of the 
expenditure at, or in connection with, 
the works at Chinwangtao, which 
amounted to over £99,000.” The 
balance of £26,000 consists of new 
buildings, plant, ete., at the Tangshan 
colliery, and the cost of deepening 
the Lutai canal which gives an in- 
valuable connection with the great 
waterway system of China. “The 
last item in the balance sheet, £4,682, 
is the third instalment of the pre- 
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liminary expenses what will be writ-[legal effect whatever. The Board of 


ten off out of the profits of the cur- 
rent year.” The net ataount avai 
able for distribution, after paying 
debenture interest, part of the pre- 
liminary expenses, and appropriation 
for redemption of debentures, was 
£76,671 12s. 11d., or more than 74 
per cent on the capital. It was 
proposed to put £20,000 to reserve, 
pay a dividend of five per cent, 
and carry forward £6,671 12s. 11d., 
out of which income tax for the year 
had to be paid. 

After a long description of the 
work in progress at Chinwangtao, 
and the unexpected injury done to 
the breakwater by the sea-worm, 
and a quotation from our columns on 
the trade of the port, the Chairman 
mentioned that there had been a very 
satisfactory increase in the sales of 
coal, both as regards tonnage and 
value, the sales for the first seven 
months of 1902 having amounted to 
330,500 tons, and for the first seven 
months of 1903 to 477,500 tons. He 
concluded by speaking hopefully of 
the prospects of 1903, and moving 
the adoption of the report and 
accounts: after which he invited 
questions. 

Mr. Pearson thought no mining

In 
reply to Mr. Pearson, the Chairman 
said that if he really held the opinion 
of mining property he had advanced, 
he had better sell his shares. As the 
company was Anglo-Belgian, and half 
the share capital and more than half 
the debentures were held on the 
continent, they were obliged to have 
an office at Brussels. is was an 
answer to Mr. Wilmer, who was also 
told that, it being an English company 
with its headquarters in London, the 
idea of conducting the whole thing 
in China was, of course, utterly 
impossible. In reply to Mr. Doney, 
the ‘Chairman said that Mr. Chang 
‘Yen-mao's action was “against several 
defendants, of whom the company 
is one, the object being to enforce 
the terms of 2 memorandum 
dated February 19th, 1901, with re- 
ference to the formation in China of| 
a Local Board for the administration 
of the Company's business there. 
This action has no reference te any 
money question at all; it is purely a 
question of administration. ‘There is 
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wanted some information as to Mr.} — 
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Directors was not a party to it, and 
had, in fact, no knowledge of it until 
long afterwards, ‘The Board, however, 
has always been alive to the ad- 
vantag? of maintaining good relations 
with the Chinese authorities, and 
with that view, as well as in view of 
the large amount of share capital 
which is held in China, when the 
question first arose they expressed 
their willingness to welcome the co- 
operation of a suitable Local Board ; 
indeed, the Board of Directors 
made definite suggestions in writ- 
ing for ths establishment of a 
Local Board. It is clear, however, 
that the Board of Directors of the 
Company would nof be justified 
in parting with the control of the 
Company's affairs. The Board alone 
is responsible to the shareholders, 
whether they be shareholders in 
China or in Europe, and, having the 
duty and the responsibility, they 
cannot part with power.” 

Mr. Crisp,-on being appealed to, 
said that technically there was a 
claim for damages, but: substantially 
it was an action to enforce the memo- 
randum. The Chairman said that 
they were advised that there is 
nothing in it, As to the steamers, 
they were included in the lump sum 
of £1,114,000, and the company was 
in possession of them.

‘The Springfield “ Republican,” indulges 
in a mild kind of criticism. We extract: 
a part of its leading article on the sub- 
ject :— - 

The present action is less conservati 
than the company’s previous action on 
this point, and the whole conduct of this 
Figantie concern is fairly exposed to the 
sharpest criticism, What is now made 
perfectly evident is that it put the com 
mon stock ou a four per cent rate at the 
outeet. without the slightest certainty 
that it could be continued indefinitely, 
and the extraordinary spectacle is pre- 
sented of this mighty corporation, the 
wonder of the commercial world and ‘h> 
boast of all concerned that it was as solid 
as it was great in size, cutting a dividend 
within two years aud achalf of its grand 
inauguration. The promoters and under- 
writers now become fairly exposed to the 
charge of having put the common stock 
on a dividend basis for the purpose of 
helping them market the securities, 
rather than in any avstirance that the 
dividend could be afforded and continued. 
It has been a speculative affair from the 
outset, and conducted in the interest of 
underwriters, rather than as a concert 
seeking first of all to establish itself o1 
n where the first puff of an a 
verse wind would not knock down x 
dividend. Or was it the supposition that 
trusts had made adverse winds impos- 
sible? 























1¢ “Evening Post” of New York, re 
fers to the subject in somewhat similar 
terms. The fact that “dividends were paid 
to enable the floaters of the stock to sell 
it and to make it acceptable to those 
from whom plants were bought by ex- 
change of stock—these reasons for the 
payment of dividends may appeal to the 
promoters’ mind.” The criticism is worth 
transferring to our columns :— 

But we must also draw attention to 
their total unsoundness as un economic 
plea, and to the highly dangerous con- 
clusions in which an argument of the sort 
must end. If dividends, otherwise inad- 
visable, may rightly be’ paid to induce 
investors to give up their money, then 
the practices of the Fisks and Goulds, a 
generation since, have a powerful defence. 
Indeed, the Consolidated Lake Superior 
Concern might quite as readily plead that 
it had to pay last year’s seven por cent 
dividends, though’ on the verge of 
financial disaster, because on no other 
basis could the stock be “distributed.” 
In the Lase Superior case, the policy 
meant: bankruptcy; in tho steel cofpora- 
tion's case it, of coune, means nothing 
of the kind.’ But the dangerous print 
ciple is asserted, in the one instance as 
in the other. 
dhe oxtraragaot demands made by em- 
ployees upon employers are excitin 
Siderable notice ¢n the large business cen 
tres of the States. Attention has been 

















directed anew to the subject by the bank- 
ruptey of a large Brooklyn shipyard as 
the immediate result of its troubles with 
the labour it employed. This, however, is 
only an incident in a movement which is 
resulting in many parts of the country in 
the cessation of industry and consequent 
loss of employment and earnings both to 
capital and labour. * Brookl 
“Bagle,” with these facts in mind, prints 
a long editorial on “Suicidal U: 2," 
from which we extract the following :— 
Unionism is becoming synonymous with 
degeneracy. There are hundreds, thou- 
sands, of men who, a few years ago, would 
have scorned to receive a dollar they had 
not earned, that now, debased by preach- 
ments of greed and by tolerance of ex- 
amples of unfairness and oppression, seek 
to give as little service as possible 
for as large a wage as violence and 
threat can force from those who re 
asked their help.

If labour insists upon a wage co high 
and capital exacts « profit so large as to 
put a prohibitory or a too onerous price 
‘on the product, the consmmer steps out 
of the market, the works are shut down, 
capital seeks’ paying investments clso. 
where, which it can always find, and 
labour is idle and wageless. If these con- 
sequences are timely considered, 
sagacious, foreseeing leaders of labour 
will recognise that labour disputes, lead- 
ing to many strikes or lockouts, are to be 
avoided; or, if entered upon, to be sot. 
ted by ‘the argument of reason, not of 
force, as quickly as possible. During the 
recent years of general prosperity the 
fabled goose has been exceedingly busy in 
laying its eges of gold for labour; but if 
the goose be killed by either capital or 
labour, it is the latter that will be the 
greater loser and sufferer. 

Much comment has been occasioned by 
the latest of five attempts by armed men 
to reach the President. The desire is’ be- 
coming general that steps should be 
taken to give him more adequate protec- 
tion as he moves to and fro among the 
people. The New York “Herald” de- 
clares that a special law is necessary both 
for adequate punishment and as a deter- 
rent. We extract the following from its 
columns :— 

State law does not meet the case. 
Assassination or attempted assassination 
of the President. is more than murder or 
attempted murder of a citizen. It is a 
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crime against the nation and a danger 
to the government. Only the nation can 
deal effectively with it. Especially is this 
true when an anarchist is the perpetrator 
and anarchism the instigation. It is to 
be boped that when Congress meets it 
will no longer delay or hesitate to enact 
the law that should long ago have been 
ut_on the statute books—a law that 
will enable the federal courts to deal with 
any attempt. on the life of the President 
or other high official, whether made by 
anarchist or lunatic, and put an end to 
the anomaly of a nation without a statute 
for the protection of its own head. 


The Boston “ Advertiser” ‘says 

No American of any’ sense to-day be- 
lieves that there is too much protection 
of the President. Many men, wo find, 
are ready to favour the plan followed in 
other countries; that of having a regular 
army detail assigned to the residence of 
the chief executive. The cranks never 
go near uniformed soldiem. ‘They ha 
heard that the President is not so guarde< 
and they think they can fool the messen- 
gers and doorkeepers at the White House. 
There is such a thing even in this Republic 
as having access to the President. made 
too easy. There were days when it was 
right and, proper to have “democratic 
simplicity.” But that was before the 
worst offscourings of Europe were dumped 
wholesale on this country. 

When tho mail was leaving the States, 
there was a general expectation that Pre- 
sident Roosevelt's expected call for an 
extra. session of Congross to meet during 
the first two weeks of November woul 
be issued. ‘This call is generally approved 
by the Press, although it is tmderstaod 
that the members of the new Congress 
are not anxious to go to Washington in 
advance of the date of the regular session.

and products annually. In such facts as 
these abide Mr. Roosevelt's“ mighty 
reasons of morality and of national inten. 
est.” In them rests the free justification 









































of his call for an extra session. His call, 
soon to be issued, is consistent with con, 
vietions which he has held sinco his oc- 
cupation of the presidential chair; and, 
whether supported or not. by. those upon 
whom will fall the responsibility for ac- 
tion the President. will have done both 
that which he could and that which he 
should do. 
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‘Under the ‘heading of “Canadian 
Wrath” the “Chicago Chronicle” de- 
votes the following article to the decision 
of the tribunal in the Alaska boundary 
‘ease :— 

Tt can hardly be supposed that Cana- 
dian statesmen who pretend to be furious 
are ignorant. The only alternative con- 
clusion is that by ingenious casuistry they 
have suceeded in blinding themselves 
to the essential facts and convime- 
ing themselves that for nearly three-quar- 
tors of a century British and Rus- 
sian statesmen and the geographers of 
all countries misunderstood the meaning 
of the treaty of 1825 fixing the boundary 
line between British and Russian posses- 
sions on this continent. It is true that 
the first_provision of the treaty relative 
to boundary assumed that there was a 
range of mountains running parallel with 
the coast at a distance of about thirty 
miles and made the erest of this range 
the boundary line, but it also provided 
for a line at that distance from the coast 
wherever it might bo found that no such 
range eaisted. ‘This clearly implied that 
the Russian strip was to extend that far 
from the const except where there was a 
well-defined mountain range nearer the 
const. ‘This implication was accepted 
without question by both the British and 
Russian governments, which had maps 
made accordingly and in substantial 
agreement. All’ mapmakers took the 
same view without the least. hesitation. 

So did the governments of Russia and 
the United States in 1867, when the latter 
hought Alaska. ‘The maps thus ac- 
copted by all geographers and by 
both Russia and Britain were also ac- 
copted in making the treaty of sale, It 
is a suggestive fact also that. the treaty 
of 1825 was written in French and that 
French geographers understood it precise- 
ly as Russia and Britain did and an 
Britain and the United States 
until 1898, when the Canadians sought 
and pretended to find another meaning. 
What: reason, then, have the Canadians 
for surprise at the decision. Cleariy no 
unless thoy have reason for surprise that 
even one British member of the 
tribunal should refuse to side with 
the Canadians, no matter how prepos- 
terous their contention. If it be assumed 
that no member of such a tribunal will 
ever devide against his own country it 
is manifestly absurd ever to create a 
tribunal of the kind at all, because each 
party must have the samo number of 
members or the decision will necessarily 
be given to the side having the greater 
number. In either case it will be known 
in advance either that the tribunal will 
be tied or that the party with the 
majority of the tribunal is going to win. 
Such trifling is not to be thought of for a 
moment. ~

taking sides in the controversy. ‘The 
present suggestion that-an annexation 
sentiment. should be encouraged in the 
‘province is, of coumse, one means of giv- 
ing expression to the indignation «f the 
people—but will not probably reach the 
magnitude of a political agitation. Never- 
theless it can readily be seen that the 
commercial interests of the province 
would be benefited by closer political ro- 
lations with the United States. Annexa- 
tion would be welcomed by Americans. 
British Columbia is one of the favoured 
portions of North America. It is rich m 
timber, imineral and agricultural resources 
and has a climate that is superior td that 
of the Northern States east of the 
Rockies. Were it a part of the United 
States it could be divided into several 
States that would rival many of equal 
number now under the Stars and Stripes.

‘Tho first three articles in the “Recor- 
dor” before us are pleasantly illustrative 
‘of the missionaries’ faith in the Ohinese 
and their desire to be sympathetic 
and tactful in all their rolations with 
Tn the fir-t, Mr. John R. Mott 
tes how the enlargement of tho 
native arm of the sorvico is essential to 
the highest success of missions. Mr. 
Mott's acqusintance with the conditions 
‘of mission work through two porsonal 
visits paid to the East and-the com- 
munications he evidently has with lead- 
ing missionaries, gives his views a special 
value and interest. He is not forgetful 
of the difficulties in securing an adequate 
native force, some of the difficulties men- 
tioned being: the contempt in which re- 
gious workers are hold in the East, the 
delicate question of status, the opposition 
of parents and 





pare’ relations, lack of 
spirituality, ete. In order to meet these 
difficulties, Mr. Mutt argues for a 
Shorough-going. study and statesmanlike 
policy, a greatly and strength- 
ened educational work clase inpetenet 
of money, and a co-operation of forces. 
To answering the question: “How can 
we onter into sympathy with and gain 
the confidence of the Chinese?” Dr. E. 
I. Osgood, in the second article, applies 
a working principle to some actuaf pro- 
blems, and comes, among other con- 
clusions, to the following: “Tho min. 
sionary must keep clear of the yamén; he 
should know the Chinese Christiaus (some- 
thing we should have taken for granted); 
and he should teach the Chinese Christians 
to prosper even though Christians (a rather 
aif Lisl when we note how the great 
mass of the people are not prospering, and 
those who do get on, don’t often de'it by 
Christian methods).’ He, however, gives 
living illustrations showing the practicability 
of such a course. “The Chinese variet} 
of peanuts,” hepoints out, ‘is a very insigni- 
ficant fruit. Some years ago missionaries 
introduced among the Shantang Christians 
cultivation of the American variety. Its 
cultivation has spresd through the surround- 
ing provinces, adding materially to the pros- 
perity of the furmers. All are acquainted 
with the introduction of fruit trees by Dr. 
Nevius. Great quantities of Irish potatoes 
are also being raised along the coast and 
near large cities. Cabbages, cauliflower, 






























beets, celery, together wit 
and better varieties of cere: 
introduced to their decided advantage. 
“Note how the Ningpo men are every- 
where doing the foreign curpentry and 
masonry. By the use of furniture catalogues, 
etc., together with the purchasing of a few 
of the better cliss of tools, men of the 
trades in the interior could likewise be 
aided. We hay xperimented with a 
carpenter to both bis and our advant 
We taught him to improve his skill, 
to do anything in his line anyone wants 
done, to seek the reputation of being the 
beat carpenter in the city, to do absolutely 
honest work, and still keep his prices 
moderate, Men of any trade can be in like 
munner aided. 
~Our educational institutions, industrial 
departments, the teaching of the ar: of 
printing, photography, soap-making, mod- 
em methods of agriculture, etc., are all 
being used in various places, doing marvels 
in the advancement of this Empire. A little 
attention to these things will do more to 
win the confidence of the native Christia 
than any amount of yamén interference. 
‘There is only space left now for a brief 
reference to the third article, ‘* Notes on 
Chinese Etiguette,” by Dr. Christie, of 
Moukden. ‘These notes should be invalu- 
able to any one travelling in the interior 
or calling on officials or the better class 
of Chinese. The more important points 
touched on arefdress, travelling, sulutation: 
visiting, feasts, presents, titles, and servanta. 
‘There are also hints for ladies. It certainly 
dors seem reasonable and advisable that in 
meeting with officials, literary men, and 
gentry, attention should be paid to those 
¢ustoins which to the Chinese nre the essence 
of all politeness and self-tespect 
‘The matter in the other departments 
appeals mainly to the missionary reader ; 
the general reader, however, will bo inter: 
ested in the fact that the’ Editor is ap- 
parently depressed by discouraging aspects 
of the outlook in Chios. He is reluctuntly 
forced to conclude that ‘so long as the 
present Manchu Dynasty holds the reivs of 
weroment, or at least continues to be 
inminated by the Empress Dowager and her 
clique, there ix absolutely almost no hope. 
China is frittering away her day of grt 
shillyshallying, procrastinating, temporis- 
ing, deceiving, anything but’ the right 
thing.”

The Tragedy of Mr. John Jurgens. 
The sad suicide of Jchn Jiirgens, Chief 
Instructor of the Lower Yangtze Forts, 
is known to you, but none ot t! 
culars. On Wedn-sday the 11th, Me. diir- 
gens lef here for Shanyhai for a general in- 
spection of the Woosung Forts. This 
inspeeti n took place «n Friday the 13th 
He then left Shanghai on tho gunboat | 
Chastien, which brought Taotai Pao to 
‘Kiangyin ; arriving here at 6.30 p.m. on 
Friday the 20th. Mr. Jiirgens had beea 
acting very strangely for a number of 
days, and did not according to his usual 
custom take charge of the inspection. 
While the inspection of a gun wes. in 
progress, under Inspector Keeffe, the 
Generals, Taotai, and lesser officials 
being present, Mr. Jiircens came up, 
approached the officials, and to the utter 
amazement of all, he made the koutou 
to them ! Arising from tis position he 
up to Mr. Keeffe and 
“Now Keeffe! we, you and I, are going 
to be big Generale in the Chinese army. 
War hus been declared !" He then de- 
manded that Mr. Keeffe should koutou 
to the officials! 

Being advised to go home, he finally 
went to Mr. Keeffe’s house for awl 

‘Tho inspection wont forward and after- 
wards all the officials went to the quarters 
of the Commander of tho Forts. 

While discussing the drill, Mr. Jiirgens 
again came up. and left a note 
Keeffe for one of the n 
ing he was glad that special man was in 
Shanghai. He thon tried to enter the 

fion room ‘here the officials were. 
The officials then went into the private 
quarters of the Commander; but 
Mr. Jiirgens pushed forward into the 
room, saying “I am going to show these 
people something to-day.” As the of- 
ficials rose to receive him, he exclaimed : 
“Your Excellency, see!” and in a flash 
he put a Mauser pistol ball through his 
brain. 

Death was instantaneous.

A Butter Question. 

The following articlo on the question of 
putting Siberian butter on the market here 
appears in the “Novi Krai” of 4th Novem- 

24 


“We had occasion last year to speuk about 
the preparations that -were being made 
in Australia to establish regular direct 
steamship communication with Port Arthur. 
‘The object of the Australians is to in- 
ate a service of quick steamers to run 
from Port Darwin to Port Arthur in eight 
or ten days. Tt will probably not be a full 
yeur till the Federal Parliament approves of 

ilway line from Melbourne to Port 
Darwin ; and, after that the Australians will 
at once begin to build x line of steamers, 
provided with cold chambers for the storage 
of produce such as meat, fat, butter, ete., to 
run to the ports of Japan, Obina, and Man- 
churia and to sell their ‘goods throughout 
the tropics. 


A Rival of Australia. 

“In the sale of these products Australia 
will find her principal rival in Siberia, and 
this is why it is indispensable for us to keep 
a. vigilant eye on the young Commonwealts. 
Her products aro not inferior to those of 
Siberia ; but considering the quick 
Australians, their skill in 
tention to their goods, and their desire to 
pleas consumers in the Far East and to 
study their tastes and necessities, it is very 
possible that they will outstrip us and that 
Australian meat, butter and fat will find a 
readier sale on ‘the Japanese markets than 
the corresponding products from Siberia. 


Siberian Butter, 

“ Before going further, let us cast a glance 
at the position of our Siberian butter at a 
given moment on the market. 

“From the statistics compiled by the 
American Commercial Agent at Dalny, Mr. 
Greener, concerning the yuantity of butter 
which will probably be sold in the present 
year on the markets of the Far East, the 
total amount comes up to the respectable 
figure of 300,000 poods (one pood=36.11 
English Ibs.) According to the statistics of 
the same American, Agency, the quantity of 
batter which is sold by one agent in, Har: 

(An 
q 























bin, amounts yearly to 100,000 poods.. 
astonishing figure, this! Translator.) 
‘American agent does not inform us what 
agent sells this butter and whether it is 
foreign or Russian butter, but we ave dis- 
posed to tink that it is foreign butter. as our 
people have not up to the presont made use 
of cold storage waggons for placing fresh 
Siberian butter on the market.” 


Necessary to Hustle. 

“It will therefore be necessary for us to 
wake up and hustle as much as possible and 
a3 soon us possible, for next year fresh 
‘Australian butter may be on the Far Eastern 
market and the longer we delay the more 
difficult it will he for us to compete with this 
new rival. It is therefore very satisfactory 
to hear that the Chinese Eastern Railway is 
running two very fine cold storage waggons 
a on the” Tehelabinsk-Tomsk-Dalny 
line in order that all the population in these 
parts may be provided with fresh Siberian 
butter. (Tehelabinsk is the first station on 
the Siberian railway. Translator.) Tt will 
be difficult to say how great will be the 
development of this undertaking. but it must 
be borne in mind that Viadivostock aloze 
eensttmes yearly 60,000 poods of butter at 
80 Kopeks and even at one rouble a funt. 
(One funt=0.9 English Ibs.) If the Chinese 
Eastern Railway Company proceeded to con- 
struct steamers with cold storage rooms for 
the sale of Siberian meat and butter on the 
markets of the Far East. there is no doubt 
that Siberian butter would be able to com- 
pete on advantageous terms not only with 
American butter, but even with the cheap 
Australian butter. It is impossible, we re- 
peat, to say how much this industry may 
Tevelop and what measure of success our 
efforts may meet with, but there can be no 
Goubt that our butter will be one of the most 
jmportant articles of commerce sold beyond 


























the frontiers of Siberia. Wo might also 
repeat in conclusion that the sooner we at- 
toad to this matter the better.” 
Japanese Butter. 

There can be no doubt about the ultimate 
success «f Siberian butter in Liaotung and 
Viadivostock, at all events, considering that 
the sale of it will be taken in hand by the 
great Railway Company which may be 
Yooked upon as a department of the Govern- 
ment, and will be favoured in every way 
by officialdom. In fact it is astonishing that 
good butter sells here at such a high price 
as one rouble for 0.9 Ib., while at Tehel- 
abinsk or Krasnoyarsk it sells at one-third 
of that price. Perhaps the explanation lies 
in the fact that, owing to the abnormally 
high rates of freight on the railway and to 
the absence of cold-storage accommodation. 
no private merchant could place _ fresh 
Siberian butter on the market ere without 
loss. 

It is surprising that the Japanese do not 
make some efforts to sell the butter which 
they produce in the Agricultural College at 
Supporo, Hokkaido. The northern island of 
Japan seems to be more suitable for the 
Tearing of cows and the making of butter 
than any other part of the Japanese empire, 
and on the occasion of a visit which T paid 
it two years ago I remember secing at Sap- 
poro all the plant for tinning butter. I 
suppose, however, that the great obstacle to 
the sale of Japanese butter is the fact that 
the Japanese cannot make good butter be- 
cause the majority of them have not the 
remotest idea of what good butter is and do 
not care for it any more than the Cainese 
do. Thisis shown by the awful compounds 
hearing the name of butter waich one in- 
variably meets with in the hotels and re- 
staurants in Japan which are not managed 
by foreigners, and by the success which at- 
tends the efforts of those gentry who go in 
for fabricating “butter” and passing it off 
on a guileless public as some well-known 
French or Danish brand. 

It is just possible that the present am- 
bitious expansion of the Sapporo institution 
T havo just mentioned and its conversion 
from a nominal Agricultural College into « 
University, may lead its professors to over- 
Took sua a vulgar matter as butter, but on 
this question I'am not competent to speak. 
It is somewhat remarkable, however. that 
the Trappist monks of Tobetsu near Hak 
date turn out for sale a small quantity of 

cellent, butter which fetches a high price 
in Tokio.

But small disputes 
are apt to grow into large ones; an 
a Treaty whigh leads to the easy settlement 
of small disputes is therefore very valuable 
even as a deterrent of war. All’all events 
the Treaty is welcomed on both sides of the 
channel as cementing that good understand- 
ing which has recently sprung up.

business. 

Many of us no doubt know—after a hard 
day's work in the office or factory—the 
weariness and drudgery of studying some 
difficult problem or formuia, and the even- 
ings spent over them, when a fow words 
from a professor would have made them 
clear in almost as many minutes; and 
many of us no doubt owe a great part of 
our success in life to. the assistance we 
received in evening classes at-home. 

For many years Japan thas been em- 
ploying the best seientitic men she can 
from Europe and America as profes- 
sors in her technical schools and colleges. 
China is now doing the same, and our 
young engineers ‘will find themselves 
placed in competition with highly trained 
men from these schools. We may sneer 
at students from euch schools as being 
unpractical, ete., but time and practice, 
both of which, the rulers of these coun- 
tries are quite willing to give, will soon 
cure this.

Sm,—Warm sympathy has almost uni- 
formly heon shewen wish the Ton Tsu Hui 
(Natural Feet Society). Whilst opinions

Chang 
Chih-tuny had led the ven in. this as in 80 
many ways years before, Tein Chun- 
hsuen; the most dreaded Viceroy. in China,

pamphlet, of which he had 50,000 copies 
printed and ciroulated throughout his 
then Province of Szechuan by subordinate 
officials. Tuan Fang, the Manchu Viceroy, 
renowned for his kindness to foreigners 
nnd Chinese alike, did likewise. And uow 
we have a still more valuable addition to 
our band of writers, the wariest Viceroy 
in China, the man of whom neatly all say 
that he is the ablest man in China, the 
mn of whom many, even foreigners, 
say that he is the cleverost man they 
have ever met. Yuan Shil-kai, Viceroy’ 
of Chithi, has not only insisted that 
his young daughter's feet should be 
unbound, but he has now also writen and 
published his pmphlet of which I hope 
to obtain a translation in a day or two. 
But now we find ourselves confronted 
with a difficulty, which I feel sure requires!

The Crisis. ist November, 


In accordance with instruct i 

from Peking the Tartar Generale View! 
and Governors of the Yangtze and maritime 
Provinces have lately been very busy in 
raising extra troops, reviewing garrisons, and 
sending arms and ammunition to. important 
cities ‘and towns within their ‘several 
jurisdictions. ‘The other day the Acting 
‘Tartar General of Nanking, H. E. K'uei 
Fang, having inspected the Manchu troops 
of that city went on to Chinkiang to do the 
same with the Manchu regiments garrisoning 
that city and vicinity. It is reported that 
H. E. was much pleased with the dis- 
cipline and efficiency of the Chinkiang 
Banner, or Manchu troops, and gave out to 
the men that’as the present crisis was most 
uncertain it behoved every one to be pre- 
pared to fight for the Empire at any moment. 
‘The Admiral of the Yangtze is also inspect- 
ing the troops under his command and bas 
issued a large quantity of new arms and 
ammunition to a number of regiments whose 
arms he found to be of the older patterns. 
Instructions, have also been sent by Viceroy 
Wei of Nanking to the military officials in 
Tsingkiangpu. on the Grand Canal, Hsi- 
choufu, and Huaianfu to raise extra regiments 
without delay. ‘The reason given out how- 
ever is not the imminence of a rupture with 
Russia, but the possibility of the rerolution- 
ary societies in the Yangize provinces taxing 
advantage of the uncertainty of the Man- 
churian crisis to create disturbances in the 
riverine treaty ports. The Governor at 
Soochow has also, we learn from a reliablé 
suurce, ordered the raising of extra troops 
for whom new arms and ammunition have 
already been provided. From Hangchow 
comes the news also of considerable military 
activity and that a large quantity of arms 
and ammunition have been sent t¢

Proposed New Capital of China. 


It is stated in mandarin circles that Hsian, 
‘the capital of Shensi province, is to be re- 
named Ch'angan (City of Eternal Peace) 
which was the former name of Hsian when 
it was the capital of China, thousand and 
more years ago during the Tang dynasty. 
Further that Fan Tséng-hsiang, who bis 
deen sent back to Hsian once more as 
Provincial Judge of Shensi, is to be made 
“ Puyin,” or Governor of the new capital.

Advices received 
from the Chinese Legation at St. Peters- 
burg, howerer, contain contrary news, 
that is to. say, that orders have been 
issued by the Russian War Department 
to dispatch with all haste a whole army 
corps to reinforce the Russian forces now 
in Manchuria.

Huang Chien-kuan, Provincial Treasurer 
of Klangning (Nanking), has obtained 
fave of absence from duty from Viearoy 
Wei for twenty-one days, owing to the 
death of his elder brother at Hangchow 
on the 18th instant. The ‘Treasurer's 
elder hrother was an expectant district 
gistrate of Chékiang province.

The Cowardice of Tseng Chri, 
the Tartar General of Féngtien (Lower 
Manchuria) as manifested before the Rus 
Sians during the past three years has be- 
coms quite a proverb almost throughout 
the whole country, but the climax of his 
diszraceful conduct was, it seems, reach- 
ed whon the Russians reoccupied Mouk- 
den, the other day. It is stated from a 
reliable source that when the Chicf Rus- 
sian officer in Moukden and Iris men made 
their appearance in the Tartar General’s 
samén ‘Tséng Ch‘i asked his uninvited 
yarsts what they wanted. ‘The Russian 
grufily told him, whereupon tho 
‘artar General tried to argue the matter 
dwelling upon the illegality of the for- 
's conduct, but the Russian showed 
inclination to argue and abruptly told 
tis Excellency to “shut up.” Evidently 
‘Tsang Ch'i, does not understand Russian 
for he went on gesticulating and speak- 
ing. Upon this the Russian gave his 
prother Tartar, what is usually termed a 
“Smart box on the ear” and this sufficed 
to show Tséng Oh‘i that the Russians were 
in carnest and were determined to oc- 
cupy his yamén. Instead of manfully re- 
scnting the insult—personal as well as 
national—the timorous Tartar Gene 
showed his outraged feclings 
weepingly turing back to his pr 
apartments and joining the women of his 
houschold.” And thore he has been kept 
ja confinement ever since by the Russians. 


The Russian Seizure of 
Hsinmin 
An official dispatch from North ‘Chin- 
chou (near the Great Wall) reports that 
when the Russian troops, some 40v in 
number, appeared before Hsinmintun 
with the apparent intention of seizing the 
railway there, they ware attacked by a 
body of mounted bandits who happened 
to be at the time in the vicinity. ‘The 
Russians lost nearly twenty men in killed 
‘and wounded, but the bandits being 
weaker in numbers had eventually to re- 
tire leaving the town to the mercy of the 
enemy. The dispatch furthor reports that 
when General Hu Hsi-tee, commanding 
eight battalions of Chinese troops, (4,000 
mien), which had been stationed not many 
miles couth of Hsxinmintun ostensibly to 
protect the cail heard of this en- 
croachment of the Russians, he made no 
movement to driye out the invaders, giv- 
ing out the frivolous excuse that his foree 
was too small for the purpose. Another 
dispatch regarding the same affair from a 
private source states that the body of so- 
called mounted bandits was really a troop 
of Chinese cavalry numbering eighty men 
and all arnscd with Mauser carbines. 
‘These men did woll and had they received 
the support they ought to have had from 
General Hu Hii-tee, the Russians couid 
never have seized Hsinmintun. | The Chi- 
nese General had several hours before him 
to send all the reinforcements needed at 
Heinmintun to drive off the enemy, but 
he made not the slightest attempt to. as 
sist the sumall patrol which so gallantly 
opposed themselves to a force five times 
superior to them in numbers. Finally, 
when want of ammunition compelled the 
the patrol to retire upon the main body 
the Chinese General, fearing he would be

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f'HE FUNERAL OF 
HLE. SHENG SHU-REN. 


‘The funeral of his late E. Shéng Shu-ren, 
father of H.E. Shéng Kung-pao, took place 
on Friday and may be said to be the longest 
cortége that has ever marched through 
Shanghai. To give a detailed account of 
the procession which was composed of over 
2,000 persons would be tedious, and almost 
impossible. ‘There seemed to be very little 
organisation; silk banners, and umbrellas 
were carried at intervals in the long line, 
and the soldiery seemed not to have the best 
idea of Keeping in an orderly formation. 
‘The cavalcade started at 10 a.m. from the 
Bubbling Well Road, and was headed by four 
mounted Sikhs, followed by. two large 
dummy figares, ‘drawn on rickety trucks, 
which every moment looked as though they 
would collapse, and intended to represent 
the advance couriers of the deceased. ‘There 
several bands of Chinese musicians, 
and if their strains did not frighten off the 

il spirits they must certainly have been 
very trying to the good ones. Next to the 
band came a crowd of grotesque figures on 
horseback, and then followed a group of 
scldiers carrying murderous-looking halberds 
and tridents. A Tong procession of coolies 
carrying banners and umbrellas, some of 
which were most beautifully ornamented, 
came next, The rest of the procession was 
formed of soldiery (who smoked and ate on 
the march), priests, in gorgeous vestments 
carrying sticks of incense; banner and flag 
bearers. ‘The town band was also present. 
At the rear of the procession, just preceding 
the mourners and the coffin, were the wreaths 
sont by foreign friends. ‘There were 
over fifty of them, and they were carried 
separately on bamboo poles. ‘The mourners, 
Shing Kung-pao, his younger brothers and 
son, marched in a sort of moving tent, which 
completely obscured them from view. Tho 
coffin itself was a most gorgeous affair, and 
was carried by no less than sixty-four 
ccolies, It was smothered in flowers and 
the main pole on which it rested was shaped 
to represent a most ferocious dragon. In 
the middle of tho coffin was a silver stork, 
symbolical of longevity. After the ott 
came a number of friends of the deceased 
in sedan chairs. The deccased’s carriage 
‘was also in the procession, and it was cover- 
ed with flowers, inside and out. A dead 
Pig, and a goat in a similar condition, were 
also carried along the streets, together with 
other eatables. ‘The route traversed was an 
exceodingly cireuitous, one.” The cortaye 
started from Bubbling Welt Road, and came 
down the Maloo as far as the Town Hall, 
where it turned off into Kwangse Road and 
went. into the French Concession. It re- 
entered the Settlements by Honan Road, 
turned up Foochow Road, entered the Nan. 
King Road at Chékiang Road, came down 
as far as the Honan Road and then went 
to the Soochow Crock where the coffin was 
put on a boat for shipment to Soochow. It 
‘was quite 1 o'clock before the Creek was 
reached. The remains, escor.ed by nearly 
the whole of the Shéng family occupying 
with their servants and retainers twenty-nine 
large boats, towed by five steamlaunches and 
gccnmpanied by a guard of taro small gui- 
Wats, are expected to reach Soochow to- 
morrow, where they will remain two days 
in order to enable the mandarins, gentry, and 
merchants of the city to pay their respects 
to the deceased. Tho corte will then pro, 
coed to Oh‘angchou, the native city of the 
Shéngs, for interment. 

The local Consular and Chinese officials, 
and many other friends of Shing Kung-pao, 
called on him to pay their respects yesterday 
morning before the funeral, ‘which is 
estimated to have cost some ‘Tis. 30,000, 
's residence. 
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THE FIRE AT 
WOOSUNG. 


‘There was nothing about the appearance 
of Woosung from the railway on Wednes- 
day, to indicate that it had wen the scene 
of a big conflagration «on the previous 
day. Nor when one walked through tho 
outskirts of the eity could one see any 
traces of Wednesday's Gre. Externally 
Woosung looked the same ns usual, 

It was not until one got into the heart 
of the city, through devious narrow alleys, 
that one came to the scene of the outbreak. 
The flames had done their work well. 
The buildings over nn ares of between 
two .nd three mow were razed to the 
xround. Here and there charred walls 
Jutted out from the ruins but the majority 
of the houses had fallen absolutely flat. 
Round the burnt arex was a margin of 
unblickened bricks showing that the 
natives had been driven at last to resort 
to their old method of pulling down 
houses all round in order to prevent the 
fire from spreading. Crowds of Chinese 
were on the spot raking away the charred 
remains in the hope of finding something 
underneath. Children and women took 
part in this work as well as men ; but there 
was ery little to be found.’ All that 
remained were heaps of blackened bricks, 
tiles, und pottery. One could not even 
tell ‘what the burnt buildinys had been 
used for. 

The fire broke out at about 4 a.m., on 
the 24th inst., and is supposed to have 
been caused by an oil lamp falling from 
the ceiling «f an hotel. This 
building, and those surrounding it were 
all very “ld; many it is said were built 
over fifty years azo. It was therefore no 
wonder that the flames spread with ever- 
incressing rapidity. The only fire ap- 
pliance in the town consisted of a small 
hand pump which was practically useless 
ay the fire was wver 200 yards from 
the Woosunz Creek. Nearly a th-usund 
coolies were therefere employed in 
exrrying "up. water in buckets from 
the creek. But the fire had uained too 
Grm a hold to be overcome in this manner, 
and in spite of all that could be done the 
flames continued to spread, and at 6 a.m. 
it'Tooked as though the whole plics 
would be burnt down. About this time 
the glare of the fire was noticed by those 
on the board the Chinese cruisers Hai- 
yung, Haitien, and Haichu, which were 
anchored a little way up-river, opposite 
the Customs signal station. Detachments 
of sailors, amounting altogether t» about 
100 men, were sent off with a small hund 
pump and although the latter was not of 
much assistance the sailors actively helped 
in pulling down the houses on all sides 
ofthe flames. At about 7 a.m., when 
the fire was still raging fiercely, the 
Hongkew bell tower mau saw the’ blaze 
and, mistaking it for an outbreak in Yang- 
tsepoo, gave the alarm, ‘The brigade turned 
out and after wandering about for some 
time trying to locate the blaze returned to 
their stations. At8a.m. the fire showed 
signs of abating and at 9 a.m. it was 
practically extingui A heavy pall of 
smoke, however, hung over the ruins for 
the rest of the day and led many to sup- 
pose that the conflagration was still sprexd- 
ing. It is impossible to give even an 
approximate idea of the lo-ses sustained. 
The number ef houses burnt is variously 
estimated at from 250 to 350; probably 
about 300 is correct. The buildings burnt 
included a temple, » small branch post 
office, and many hongs, none of which were 
insused, Large quantities of this year’s rice 
which had just been brought. in were burnt, 
and as the price of rice is already very high 




































































the poor will feel the loss acutely during 
the winter. Two of the burnt shops were 


valued at Tis. 5,000 and 3,000 respectively, 
and many more containing valuxble gooas 
were razed to the ground. The number 
of houses pulled down to prevent the fire 
from spreading was vary great. Owing 
jto the inflammable material of which 
the shops were built, the flames 
reached an enormous size and the glare on 
| the sky could be seen by ships miles out at 
isea. It is to be hoped that after this 
severe lesson the natives will wake broader 
streets when rebuilding over the burnt 
ares, Once a fire gets a firm hold in such 
& way of alleys itis impossible to get near 
engugh to the flames to attack them with ° 
any chance of succes, and only such a 
ravieal measure as the pulling down of 
houses all round will prevent. the blaze 
raging from end to end of the town,

8th November, 
A Peaceful Outlook. 

Things have quieted down very much 
here «nd Tam glad to say that a pexceful 
issue of the Manchurian complication may 
now be expected. There is not such 
activity in naval and military circles, and 
various teps that have been taken of Inte 
by the authorities seem to indicate that, 
in their opinion, peace is assured. But I 
suppose one cannot say ‘all's well” until 
the Japaness are of the same way of 
thinking. ‘Che Port Arthur paper of 
Sunday’ last contained the following 
leading aricle on this subject. As will 
be seen, the writer begins by expressing 
surprise that Admiral Alexeieff has 
been taken for a jingoist and goes on to 
say that he is no such thing, that he is the 
representative of the Czar, which is the 
same thing as saying that he is in favour 
of peace. He points out that the Viceroy 
is not, any the more, a wan of the perce 
atany-price sort. If war is necessary ho 
will not shrink from it but will embark on 
it with vigour and re-olution. Russin is 
then represented as being in favour of the 
opening of Manchuria to foreign trade, 
su long as her own interests nre safeguard 
ed, unl as not objecting in the least to 
Japanese emigration to the peninsuls of 
Corea, so long ns the independence of 
Corea'is not_menaced. Rexding between 
the lines, and relying on other sources of 
information, I believe that the idea is to 
interfere with Japanese operations in 
Corea as little us possible, arid tw 
satisfy the demands of foreign trade in 
Manchuria a< much as po-sibie though not, 
I wm afraid, to such an extent ns the 
average foreign trader wishes. Meanwhito 
a tight hold will be kept on Manchuria, 
in fact Lcannot believe that the Russians 
will ever relax their grip on the three 
provinces in the way sume Japanese and 
English publicists imagine. They beliove, 
zightly or wrongly, that if they allow the 
practical sovereignty of Manchuria, which 
they now possess, to pass out of their 
grasp, Port Arthur and Daluy will remain 
on their hands dry aud withered memorials 
of blasted hopes, like trees whose roots 
have been cutaway. They believe that the 
‘Manchurian railway will lose half its raison 
@étre and more than hali its prosperity. 
They believe that the restless xc ivity, 
commercial and p litical, of the English: 
man and the Japanese, combined with the 
astounding business yeuius of the American 
will make of Manchuria a busy hive of 
industry in which the English tongue will 
be the “lingua franca” and in which the 
infrequent Russian trader will be stared 























at as an unknown and mysterious visitant, 
while the Russian troops will be teft 
perched high and dry on the bleak rocks 
of Liaotung, like St. Simon on his pillar 
with nobody caring in the least whether 
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they stay there or come down. Such is the 


fate with which the Russiws believe they | gi 


would be threatened by th: flooding of 
Manchuria with traders other than their 
own, and sooner than submit to such a 
fate aud be laughed at for centuries hence 
by the Chinese and the world generally 
for their enormous and unremunerative 
outlay in Manchuria and especially at 
Dalny and Port Arthur, they would; I 
Velieve, he prepared to see extreme 
measures taken for their eviction. 

I ueed not point out however, the 
Russians are mistaken if they imagine 
that any foreign nation wishes to see them 
deprived of the fruit of their vast labours 
in Manchuria or that a via medin may not 
be found.

“The Russian newspapors of the Far 

East and the European Press published in 














the samo quarter say that a period of c 
has inado its appearance in Russo- 
Japanese relations and that a serivus 
conilict between the two Powors is now 
out of the question, though at one time 
it seemed possible enough. 

“We are very glad to hear such 
nows, nevertheless the important ques- 
tion of the preservation of peace cannot 
be lightly disposed of, and we cannot 
therefore unfortunately ‘receive as gospel 
the cheerful information in question. 
‘The Press of the Far East teils us to-da; 
that there will be no war; yesterday it 
told us that war was unavoidable; to- 
morrow perhaps it will again assure us 

t we must inevitably come into col- 
n with Japan. But on what founda- 
tion are all these rumours,—past, present 
and future,—based? Evidently on the 
prevalent tone of the Japanese news- 
Papers. These papers bogan by crying 
out that it was necessary to make war 
on us, and everybody began to talk about 














the crisis; after a while those cries de- 


creased atid everybody began to feel com- 
fortable and to affirm that the danger of 
war was minimised. 
The Japanese Press Inaccurate. 
©To uttach such importance to the 
Japanese Pres would not be ox- 
traordinary if that Press were al- 
ways a modol of accuracy and famous 
for its faithful expression of the 
views of its Government. Butt 
cannot be said tat the Pros of any 
countcy is a faithful exponent of the 
views of its Government. It certainly 
cannot be said of the Japanese Presi, 
which is to a large extent subsidised by 
the English and the Americans. Japa- 


nese papers’ are sometimes in fact edited 
dlivwole by representatives of these 
nationalitis 





“On this account there is no need to 
bo alarmed to any particular extent by 
tho furious oxthunsts of the Japanase 
Press, or to be lulled into security by its 
optimistic predictions. One must ¢s- 
timate for himself how matters stand in 
tho Fer East, especially whon there is 
anything serious the mattor there, and 
must not atlow himself to be influence! 
by the tone of the Japanese nowspapers. 
Relations Strained. 

“It would be mere affectation on our 
part to deny that our relations with 
Jopan are rather strained at present. 
They have been strained for some time 
past although there was no agressive 
action on our sido which might bo re 
garded as having brought about this 
estrangenient. At all events Japan 
pushed on the warlike preparations of 
her flect which she sent to maneuvre in 
the Straits of Corea, and which alw 
stationed in a line from the island of 
Kargodo to the islands of Tsushima and 
Kiushiu. Soldiers were placed on board 
her transports and brought to Masampho.

No Effect on Russia, 

“But this demonstration will have no 
effect on Russia, i.e. it will not make us 
tov yiolding in our relations with the 
Japanese. “Lhe object we have in view 
in the Far East is the development 
prosperity of our frontiers, and to a 
don this object, that is, otherwise ep 
ing, to abandon all measures for the lav- 
ful defence of our interests we do not 
desire to do and we cannot do. We do 
net know if the Japanese are aware of 
this. but at all events the warlike pro 

rations of Japan do not decrease; on 
the contrary they ave beng carried on 
ith redoubled enerzy. This is a more 
nportant fact, in our opinion, than the 
change in the tone of the Japanese Pross. 
Tho Press may write in a peaceful strain 
but, meanwhile, the Japanese Gorern- 
ment has given orders for all.its mili 
officers at prevent travelling or studyi 
in foreign countries to return at once 10 
the Fatherland. ‘The firm of Krupp of 
Essen has just received from the Japa- 
nese Government a telegram asking them 
to make haste to fulfil certain orders pre- 
viously placed with them. Coal for the 
use of the fleet is also being hought in 
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Tinos quentities und a great stock 
now been accumulated. In the Japa- 
nese arsenals werk ceases neither day nor 
night. Many transpoct vessels have al- 
ready been chartered and the Govern- 
ment is putting Yorth all ite efforts to 
charter: as manj as posxible. All these 
eymptoms, and aiso the brisk exchange of 
views between Tokio, Washington, and 
London foree us to be cautious, and to 
place little trust in the peaceful tone of 
the Japanese Press. We do not want, 
howover, to say that the danger to the 
maintenance of peace in the Far East is 
very great. The peaceful tendency of 
Russia's _pol annot surely ead to a 
crisis. We only ask, however, for the ex- 
ercise of caution and a due and critic: 
estinate of the condition of affairs in the 
Far East. . 

“Qur negotiations with Japan still con- 
tinue, and it is to be hoped that both 
parties will finally e-at an under- 
standing which will safeguard the inter- 
osts of Russia and assure to Japan the 
peace which is indispensable for her wel- 
ened 


























The Opening of Moukden. 
In spite of the optimistic tone of the 
Russian Press, it scems, from the tone 
of that Press ‘and from’ what individual 
Russian, say on the subject, that, what- 
over concessions Japan gots, there are 
two that she certainly will not get. One 
of these is the evacuation of Manchuria, 
the other is the opening of Moukden or 
any part of the threo proviness. Any- 
thing else in reason Russia will gracefully 
concede, She will betow an unctuous 
benediction on the efforts of the Japa- 
nese to colonise Formosa; she will ap- 
prove, within certain limits and with 
certain reservations and guarantess, of 
their emigration to Corea, but when asked 
to open up Manchuria sie smiles the 
amused, half-pitying smile of tho nan 
whom avspoilt child asks for the moon. 
_ ‘The Port Arthur journal of this morn- 
ing s 
fhe spreading of smsational rept 
obliges us in order to refute them, to 
plain tho true cizcumstanocs attendin 
the occupation of Moukden by the Ru: 
sian. ‘The fact is that only two com- 
panies of our troops were sent tl 
in order to bring about. the re-cstablich- 
ment of order. ‘The Tartar General was 
not arrested on the oceasion and no re- 
rosie measures were taken tewards 
the Chincee authorities administering the 
Government of the town.’

After that, armed 
with » knife and a loaded rifle, he started 
on his journey of destruction round the 
uppor deck, finally entering the pilot 
house and ’ shooting the pilot through 
the fleshy part of the leg. Hore the 
captain found him and, at the risk of 
being shot, implored the madman to lay 
down his gin and retire to his cabin. 
Persuasion, however, was of no avail, and 
to prevent further outrage and damage 
the captain shot the man, using @ small 
shot-gun, The wound inflicted could 
not have been serious, and the action 
tazen by the ea was’ the only one 
possible under the circumstances. Every 
attempt was made: to save the engincer 
after he had plunged into the river, but 
with no success. The pilot. we are glad 
to sty, is little the worse for the injury 
he sustained. *

Hloricus la book there runs this strain of 
fenderness, of living consideration for the 
Greatures, of whom God is the maker as well 
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as of us, whose limbs grow weary and 
nerves and flesh quiver under the blows and 
lashes of thoughtlessness and i 
well as ours. ‘The just. man reg: 
life of his beast: it rolls on culminating 
the remarkuble vision of Isaih ; of the reign 
of God on earth when the beasts shall share 
the good times, when the knowledge and 
love of God shall fill the earth, the “ wolf 
shall dwell with the lamb, and ‘the leopard 
shall lie down with the kid.” This is not 
allegorical of the happy times coming for 

*, the one always turning plain state- 
ments into allegories to serve our purposes. 
What Isaiah means is that the hostility of 
animals to man has arisen from man’s 
hostility to them; Isaiah means that when 
that time comes animals shall not be shot 
and trapped and tortured out of existence. 
They shall share it, for in that reign of 
universal love and kindness confidence be- 
tween man and the beasts will be restored. 

Tt certainly therefore is remarkable that 
with such teaching in the book that all 
Christendom bas always revered, ki 
to animals should have needed any rev’ 
Yet so it was. As the report of the p 
society says: When Lord Erskine stood up 
in his place in the House of Lords in 1811 
to ask for justice to the lower creatures 
‘the chamber broke out into open derision, 
loud _jeers, into loud whistling and cock- 
crowing,’” which proves among many other 
things ‘how little education does for us, and 
what heartless cads “educated gentlemen” 
can be, when the suffering of animals are 
weighed in the balance agaifst their own 
pleasares end tempers. ‘The only explana- 
can give of the horrible callousness of 
Christian nations is that we have thought 
so much of our own salvation that we had 
forgotten that God's purpose is to save the 
whole creation and that the establishment 
of the Kingdem of God is the reign of peace 
and Jove in all orders of creation. ~ 

Who then can recount the suffering of 

the animal world at the hands of man in 
all these centuries? What ocean of 
misery. ‘Truly, “ the whole creation groaneth 
and travaileth together in pain.” ‘Think 
how even in the 18th century animals were 
subject to the mos atrocious treatment: 
the streets of Europe were filled with 
starved and lame horses, covered with so1 
‘Thero is no need to reflect on the Romans 
for their gladiatorial vs, when we Te- 
member bear and badver baiting. Have you 
ever seen a pair of spurs worn by the Knights 
of old. ‘They may have been “ very genteel 
Knights” to the ladies, but to the horses 
that carried them they were demons. 
Xow as to the reasons for kinduess to 
animals. I need not enlarge upon them to 
this audience. It is sufficient to say that 
tho beasts are God's creatures as well as 
us, ‘They can feel pain as we can. I wonder 
Shylock’s areument has never occurred to 
Christian nations. He asks of the Jews, 
wher burnt do they not smart as Christians 
dy? “It is a proof of the absolute dexdness 
of the heart of Christendom that men other 
wise good, until lately have never thought 
that the nerves and fesh of animals suffer 
as ours. Descartes, the philosopher, 
taught that animals had mo feelings. The 
most callous adherents of that doctrine to- 
day appear to be the vivisectionists, out of 
whose souls pity seems to have died. 

T will not dilate on the obvious fact that 
the services animals render us requite kind 
ness in return: mor in the fact Want, th 
existence adds so enormously to the beauty 
and interest of the world. We ‘have only to 
think of the dedd gravefike silence of the 
woods of Japan. from which the birds have 
heen exterminated to realise what the world 
wonld be without the lower creatures. 

T must point out that cruelty to animals 
is a sign of a cruel debased nature whether 
it be in a stableman who drives a stable 
fork into the side of a horse. or a brute who 
Inughs as the sees a sea-gufl he has wounded, 
fluttering with broken wings on the sea, 
or a fine Indy with an egret plume in her 
bonnet. Verily. he who sees the sparrow 
fall will renuire it at their hands. 

‘This Society is still needed.. The creat 
Parent Society of Great Britain founded, in 
1824 has still a creat work to do. 
Tt is surprising that in 1698 it secured 
7.581 convictions for cruelty to animals. 
Here are excerpts from the records.

Sreat Britain is’ more cruel than other 
countries. It only means that it is the 
country where there is most vigilance to 
bring ‘brutes who call themselves to 
Took. Spain and Italy and Japan are 
countries in which animals are left to the 





tender mercies of the wicked, which are 
cruel. When in Naples on my way out I 
felt ashamed of myself for having ridden 
in a carriage. 

‘The question now is what can we do here 
in China. 

First, we can show a “clean bill of health” 
ourselves and set the Chinese an example. 
Den't overerowd carriages not even at 
Sunday School excursions: you ladies, when 
you go for a bicycle run and have your 
‘vourite dog with you, remember that you 
ave machinery to carry you alonz and save 
vour muscles. your litile four-footed friend 
has only his four little legs; don’t ride 
ponies till they come ta.a standstill at paper 
ses; don’t go shootin and killing for 
lling’s sake, even for the sake of eetting 
your “tag” into the newspaper. He is a 
heartless brute who can kill for killing’s 
sake. no matter what vencer of education and 
culture he has in him, 

‘you can all subscribe the $2 that 
this Society’ asks. If you can’t pay it at 
one time no doubt the secretary would take 
it in quarterly instalments. This Society 
tae only one in Chins, ‘The Chinese may 
not be any worse than we are: but in this 
matter they have heais of flint. ‘The 
T rtar race, as witness Genghis Khan, he» 
always been a cruel one: and except to birds 
the conduct of the Chinese to dumb ani 
is enough to turn one's heart sick. The 
foreigners can texch trem hetter. It is 
duty laid upon us by God. ‘Thus we rej 
that it entered the heart of a good man 
1898 to found this Society. ‘The zood it 
Ins alrendy done is erormous. The torturing 
of deer by compressing their brains by on 
iron tand cin no longer he 
advertised as an. attraction for Chinese 
meilicine shops: Chinese stable-keepers 
to be cautious. Remember the para 
the lewven and the lump our Tord taught 
us. I believe that from this Society the 
geod influence will spread all over this 
indness will he the rule and 
< now. ‘Then indeed all 
living creatures in China will reisice from 
the deplorable wok to the tough little China 
pony, who would have been exterminated 
long azo if he had not been so touzh.. 

Thirdly, all the missions in, Shanghsi 
might have auxiliaries of this Society. 
commend thet to all missionaries present. 
‘Tho thing is to get at young Chins. to instil 
a kindlier spirit into the rising generation. 

Fourthly, we can all lend eyes an ears and 
hands to this Society. ‘The secretary and 
officers cannot be everywhere. The other day 
a teamer ill-treating & horse just turned x 
corner and fell into the arms of the secretary 
of th ety, which was singularly wie 
fortunate for that teamer. But the secretary 
cannot be always at hand. 1 will tell 
a story of our old friend Colin Buchanan. 
One Sinday morning I fad preached 
sermon en kindness. Driving home he sw 
a Chinaman ill-treating a fowl Mr. 
Buchanan told me he thought : * Well, now 
what is tho use of listening to sermons if you 
act upon them.” Sobe made his mifoo 
“man-man: he got out, be remonstrated. 
and as the man was obstinate Tam afraid 
some physical chastisement was inflicted. 
However he made the man treat the fowl. 
decently and lett. I have personally stopped 
scores of Chinese from carrying fowls by 
their wings. We ean all take action when 
we see an atrocious thine being done 
can report the worst cases to the Society. 

‘We must do this even in our own interest. 
Seeing so much suffering, as we cannot help 
doing in this land, we are in danger of 
crowing hardened. for every cruelty that we 
see perpetrated that we could have  pre- 
vented or mitigated lias made us more 
callous.

L heard her blow four 
short blasis, whie’ I answered with four 
3 or Hate; stopped the engines frm 
going astern; went slow alead, the helm 
hard-a-p tt; came slowly upon the port 
side of the steamer, aad sai that her bow 
was lower than her stern. From that time 
it was about ten minutes b-fore she sunk, 
and T began to think th t she would reach 
xkodate. 

Whes our boats were out (we have only 
twe) we manned them and went tothe 
assistance of the other ship and saved fifty- 
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six people before even looking properly to 
our ‘ows damage. The chief officer re- 
ported that our bows were badly damaged. 
At the time there was a heavy gale from 
NN. W. with very rough sea, and just after 
the cellision it commenced to snow. It 
was very dark, as there was no moon, and 
it-was very difficult to keep the Progress 
noar the place of the collision on account 
of the storm and the darkness. Iwill also 
mention that the crew and the passengers 
of the Progress cannot be praised too 
highly for the way they worked under 
difficulties to save the crew and passengers 
of the other steamer. 

Before uny of the saved passengers and 
crew of the sunken steamer arrived on 
board the Progress, I ordered the steward 
to have hot. tea ready, and also told my 
boy to have brandy and blankets and to 
give them any of my clothing or other 
things they might nee; and when they 
came on board, as many as possible were 
sent down to the saloon and the rest 10 
the fireroom where it is hot. Among those 
saved was one man in uniform whom I 
took to be an_officer, and I immediately 
asked him in English who was on the 
bridge at the time wf the collisin. As 
he scemed not to understand me I told 
my Japanese paatry boy to interpret, 
and again asked through him, who was on 
the bridge at the time of the collision. 
‘Tho reply as given to me was thathe him- 
self was on the bridge. Then I asked h m 
if tho.captain was also on the bridge and 
he answered, No! 

‘After having picked up all the people I 
could find, Tcruised nro md the scone’ of 
the collision until about 9 a.m, and as 
there was nothing more to he seen I left 

coila'e t» Jand the shipwrecked people 
and ascertain the extent of our own damage. 
On the way, the chief engineer of the sun- 
ken steamer, which was found to be the 
‘Tokai Maru, died. 

We wrrived at Hakodate a little after 10 
m. nnd anchored. Soon after the 
authorities came on board and also the 
Russian consul who called the 
ptssengers and crew and inquired into the

Progres: 
When I first came on deck and 
toplights and green light of the approach- 
ing steamer, the time was 4.10 a.m. 20th 
October, 1903, and while we were drawing 
nearer and up to the tim» of the collision, 
Iwas personally, along with the second 
officer and crew, watching our own lights, 
aud they were burning brightly the whole 
time.

RAILWAY 
CONSTRUCTION IN 
SOUTH CHINA. 
OPENING OF THE CANTON. 


FATSHAN LINE. 
, Fnon te “Hoxckose Daty Pazss.” 








In the chronology of remarkable events 
in China, the opening of the first railway 
in purely Chinese -territory in Southern 
Ohina has now to be recorded as having 
taken place on Sunday, November 15, 1903. 
As every-one knows, several railways have 
in recent years been made and brought into 
operation in the northern provinces, but 
the line from Canton, the metropolis of the 








[ South, to the populous city of Fatshan, 


about ten miles up the West River, is the 
first section of railway to be opened in the 
southera provinces outside the French 
colouial territory of Indo-China. It ferms 
part of aline to Samshui which is being 
constructed by the American China Deve- 
lopment Co. who have the concession for 
the grand trunk line from Canton to Han- 
Kow, which will run along the opposite 
bank of the river. Under their agreement 
with the Chinese Government the Company 
have the power to issue 42,500,000 dollars 
worth of fifty-year 5 per cent gold bonds, 
the interest being guaranteed by the 
Chinese Government. Excellent;progress is 
being made with the work. From Canton 
to Fatshan the distance is only 104 miles, 
but by the middle of January it is expected 
that the entire branch line from Canton to 
Samshui, a distance of thirty miles, will be 
opened. At the same time, preparations 
are well advanced for the commencement 
of work ow the grand trunk line at both 
ends. Out of Canton some 150 miles of 
the permanent va located, and the 
work of c nstruction begins at this end of 
the line probably in the course of the next 
fortnight. Including branches, there are 
approximately about 1,000 miles of railway 
te construc!, and Mr. Willis E. Gray, the 
general mabager and engineer-in-chief of 
the line, calculates that the work will pro- 
gress at the rate of 125 or 130 miles a 
year. 

‘There was not so large a crowd of Chinese 
as ene would have expected t xee asxem- 
bled to witness the departure of the first 
train but probably this interesting fixture 
had only been made kt ii 
ly few of the local officials and gentry. 
Mr. Gray had invited a small party of 
friends from Hongkong and chartered the 
Kiushan for their conveyance; besides 
there were present on this interestin, 
occasion neatly all the European an 
American residents ot Shameen.

Five launches left Shameen «bout ten 
o'clock, conveying the guests of the General 
Manager half a mile up the river to the 
site of the railway station, a launch 
accommodating the Band of the Sherwood 
Foresters leading the way. Landing at 
the pier, the large party passed up to the 
train between lines of smartly-uniformed 
railway guards armed ith rifles. A locomo- 
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quite exhilarating, though the rate was 
only about 12 miles an hour. At various 
stages along the line of route small bodies 
of armed railway guards were stationed. In 
all, upwards of 400 of these men were 
employed, the majority of them being of 
the usual type of Cuinese soldier, armed 
with all Kinds of modern and obsolete 
lethal weapons, in which even the blun- 
derbuss had its place. Whether to stand to 
“attention ” as the train approached, or to 
adopt the attitude of * preparing to reevive 
cavalry,” the company commanders were 
uncertain, and at some points on the line 
the spectators were amused to see some of 
the men on the line adopting one attitude 
and some the other. Wherever there were 
small groups of Chinese they welcomed the 
arrival of the train with an enthusiasm 
quite unnatural to the stolid people of 
this country—a fact which became patent to 
all observers when at last the train drew 
up at Fatshan, Here a very:large crowd 
had assembled, but their enthusiasm was 
confined to the explosion of countless 
crackers, the attitude of the crowd being 
one of intense, but respectful curiosity. 
Evidently the cheering at the interme: 
te ports way an Anmerion graft, and 
y be taken to prove the docility and 
teachability of the people. This remark 
recalls une made by Mr. Gray to the 
effect that alike ia Yunnau and Kuangtung 
the engineers have len rece.ved with 
unexpected favour by the Chinese people. 
Perhaps to most of those who travelled 
over this short railway, the immediate pro- 
spectof the line being » paying concern did 
not look hopeful, as between Canton and 
Fatshan only one single village of import- 
ance could be seen, xnd that ove contained 
bu little more than a hundred houses. 
Where is the traffic to come from tosupport 
this line ? This question is one which could 
not help forcing If on the attention.

Duke of Devonshire was kept in, 
until Mr. Balfour incautiously gave 
himself away at Sheffield. The Duke, 
who has « high reputation in England 
as being sleepy but sound, could not 
remain after he found that the two 
leaders, the “Goff” and “ Brum” of. 
the “Monthly Review's” fable, were 
acting in collusion, and that Mr. 
Balfour, while claiming in his pam. 
phlet to be a “free-trader” (p. 4), 
was only waiting to throw in his lot 
with Mr. Chamberlain, as soon as the 
latter had succeeded in putting new 
life in the dry bones of Protec- 
tion, which died in England sixty 
years ago. The present situation, 
surely an unparalleled one in English 
history, and one which it is to be 
hoped will remain unique, was most 
aptly as well as tersely described by 
the Duke of Devonshire at the great 
meeting of the Free Food League. 
“He asked how long the Unionist 
leaders intended to sit silent specta- 
tors, while their late colleague as- 
sumed all the duties, privileges, and 
responsibilities of leadership.” It 
is a sorry spectacle that of a dis- 
credited Cabinet hanging on to office 
in the hope that a former colleague 
who is supposed to have resigned 
because he differed seriously from its 
policy, will succeed in imposing his 
views on the people, when the:

Presuming that. Mr. Chamberlain 
does return from his campaign in 
triumph, which is possible seeing 
that he’ is addressing a people de- 
pressed by the inevitable reaction 
after the Boer War, what will be the 
future relations of the two leaders ? 
Mr, Balfour's idea doubtless is that 
Mr. Chamberlain will slip gracefully 
back into the seat that Mr. Alfred 
Lyttleton, who is obviously a stop- 
gap, is keeping warm-for him. But 
the “National Review,” which is 
“Joe-ite” through thick and thin, 
rudely ‘dispels this illusion in its 
October issue. We do not propose

link between Mr. Balfour and’Mr. 
Chamberlain. In spite of these high 
authorities we venture to predict that 
the breach between the writers of 
the letters we have quoted is final 
and irrevocable, and that they. will 
never again sit in the same Cabinet. 
Mr. Balfour, as the enfant gaté of 
British politics, would not eqnsent 
to serve under any other man, and it, 
is utterly inadmissible that even Mr. 
Chamberlain, who is the soul of 
loyalty and largely governed by his 
personal attachments, should consent 
to work on the. Ministerial terms. 
He is to undertake the’ task, pro- 
nounced by the Mandarins to be 
Herculean, if not hopeless, of convert 
ing the country to tke preferential 
policy, and is then to resume his seat 
as a secondary member of the Cabinet 
which funked the issue. This may 
be magnificent but it is not Politics, 
and we venture to say with the 
greatest respect to these eminent men 
that the country would never consent 
to such an arrangement.

The Typhoon. 

Reports of the damage done by the 
typhoon are slowly coming in. Of the 





fishing fleet at Kupchi two-thirds —about 
seventy boats-—have been destroyed ; but, 
with an unexpectedly small loss of life, 
only 65 in all. OF these a few were 
murdered by the inhabitants of a village. 
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further down the coast, into whose hands 
the ‘soa had cast them. The villagers in 
‘question are hereditary pirates, and have 
‘always beon badly liandled by fishermen of 
‘amore legitimate type. Even for these las} 
it is only safe to use the comiparative term, 
as there are few men employed off the coast 
‘who would pass a safe thing in the way of 


a piracy. 

Toland the damage has been very great. 
‘At lekst one large waterspout must have 
struck the hills south of Swatow, lying in 
from the coast. A village of about 100 
families has been swept clean away, while 
coast wise embanknients are breached, and 
in places large stretches of good rice land 
are buried under sand, Over a good extent 
of country the rice was covered with 
water, as the mud on its topmost fringe 
testifies; but it was strong enough to 
survive the untimely deluge. 


Revolutionary Tendencies. 
"he Lufung prefecture north of Swatow 
in a ferment, owing to the recrudescence 
of the ‘Three dot Society’ (=Bk¢p), 
which takes ita name from the radical in 
the surname of one of its earlier leaders 
Its motto is as usual the “ Away 
with the Chings and restore the Mings” 
with a clause added, threatening the 
destruction of the foreign teachings. In 
‘Kupchi its leaders have been especially

‘payment of this levy. ‘The enorgy of the 
would-be rebels’ is finding another vent 
in midnight robberies by armed bands of 
forty or fifty men, 

"But vengeance is not far off, A military 
bfficer with a’suflicient force of soldiers to 
back him has commenced operations in the 
hsien city by executing eleven society men, 
one only 16 years of age. “Tho measure of 
success which sich movements attain for a 
short time is due to the waut of ready com- 
munication ; and to the parsimony of the 
government’ which refusey to allow 
magistrates a sufficient force with which 
to nip trou'le in its beginnings. A small 
force of armed constables properly handled 
would be as effective as, and far less ex- 
pensive than the body of troops which niust 

be moved slowly about to quell such risings. | 
For want of such a force business is di 
organised over a large tract of country, 
and a fire of rebellion kindled which will 
smouldér under the ashes and break out 
again periodically. ‘There is little respect 
for the law as such, fear of puni-hinent 
being the only deterrent.

Russia in Corea, 


Russia is now reported to have resumed 
political action in the Yalu valley and to 
have augmented her forces in Fénghuang- 
cheng and Antunghsien. Many timber- 
rafts in the vicinity of Wiju hare been 
recently compulsorily requisitioned by the 
Russians. 

‘The British, American, and Japanese re- 

resentatives have been lately persistent 
in demanding the opening of Yong-Ampho. 
But the Corean Court sees still no reason 
to abandon its favorite policy of tergiversa- 
tion and has not #0 far replied to the joint 
proposal. 

In connection with the recent affray 
between the bluejackets of the Russian 
wa Bobre and Japanese residents in 
Chemulpo, the Russian consul tas proposed 
that eome European policemen be eugaged, 
with a European Chief of ‘Police, as the 
present police force in Chomulpo ‘is in- 
sufficient. Consequently, a.’ conference 
of residents in ‘the various foreign settle- 
ments in Chemulpo was held on the 14th 
inst., and a resolution was adopted fur the 
engagement of two European policemen 
in every settlement, but the installation of 
the European Chief of Police was reject- 
ed. As to the control of bluejackets 
ashore, the Chemulpo conferesice approach- 
ed the Seoul Diplomatic corps to cause 
commanders of every warship to make an

The Mystery of Miss Hickman.

In some mental distress she must 
either have kept away from, het friends 
and succumbed to heart-disease—from 
which she suffered—while sleepi: ug in the 
copse, or else committed suicide. More 
than this, probably, will never be known, 
So ends'a mystery which has aroused 
enormous interest.

The Crisis. 

A private dispatch fromi' ane of tho 
secretarial staff of the Grand Council in 
Poking to a relative residing in Shan; 
hai states that in spite of more pacific 
reports regarding Manchuria, warlike 
preparations are still being ‘porsistently 
pressed forward in the armies of Viceroy 
Yuan Shih-k'ai (36,000 men of all arms), 
General Ma Yii-k‘un (26,000 men) and 
the Tartar troops of the so-called Peking 
Field Force (24,000 men). In other 
words, all .~se 80,000 to 90,000 men 

+ are being furnished with the mewest 
pattern Mauser magazino rifles (infantry 
ag well as cavalry) so as to make one 
homogeneous force. Contrary, to the 
customary way among Chinese mow-2- 
days there has been no’ undue tremor of 
excitement evident nor unnecessary fuss 
made this time in making all these pre- 
parations for war, but’ there is ap- 
parent a certain grim determination 
amongst tho officers and, men, especially 
of Viceroy Yuan and General Ma’s troops 
which makes a close observer somehow 
foel that if thero is to he fighting this 
time the troops will prove themselves 

nor to their predecessors of 1900 
and before. Given the proper arms and 
instruction together with a fair propor- 
tion of modern educated officers it is 
felt amongst most of us in the North, 
that wo need not fear any equal number 
of foreign foes, lot alone the fact that 
we shall, and aro able to outnumber our| 
enemies any day ten to one. The 
troops need very little; they only want 
honest paymasters and thoy will soon 
show tho world the real material they 
are made of. At the present mement 
and in a crisis like this. we may trust 
the high authorities (Vicoroys Yuan, 
Chang, and ‘Tsén especially) of the Crown 
to act honestly to their armies and they 
are quite ablo to exercise care and dili- 
gence for the comfort and welfare of the 
soldiers whom they desire to lead against 
tho Russian invader, well Imowing that 
upon their troops alone and not di- 
plomacy will tho future integrity of 
China depend. One may safety gua- 
rautee this while the country is threaten- 
ed with extinction, but when peace has 
been mestored and a new condition of 
things exists it may be different for the
